In making this appeal last week, 
it was obviously not my purpose to review the tangled 
political history of the past few years; nor did I intend to 
exclude any particular group among those who have suf- 
fered from Communist aggression and oppression. I hope 
there will be enough to help all.

Diocese Organizes To 
Sponsor Hungarians

Catholic Relief Services—Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence in Washington, Charities 
offices in the diocese were in- 
formed that the “usual forms or 
guarantees” are not required in 
the present emergency. 

Emphasizing the urgency of the 
situation, Monsignor Wycislo said 
that information concerning ac- 
ceptance of refugees should be 
sent by “letter, wire, or tele- 
phone.” 

He said that requests could be 
forwarded directly to New York — 
by-passing N.C.W.C. Washington 
headquarters —— where arrange- 
ments are made immediately to 
transport refugees to their spon- 
sors. 

Charities offices said that a 
simple “yes or no” questionnaire 
is being used in assigning Hun- 
garians to U.S. locations. 

Questions include: 

1) Will the sponsor accept a 
complete family group? 

2) Will the sponsor accept mo- 
ther and children without father 
(indicate maximum number of 
children)? | 

3) Will the sponsor make ar- 
rangements for housing a family 
group? 

4) Will the sponsor agree to 
help employable members of the 
family obtain employment? 

5) Will the sponsor accept 


single men _ (indicate age 
up)? 

6) Will the sponsor accept 

single women (indicate age 

group)? 


7) Dees the sponsor have job 
classification preference (if so, 
indicate)? 

Monsignor Wycislo said that dio- 
cesan directors who have already 
satisfied themselves of the validity 
of a request for sponsorship may 
dispense with clearing the matter 
with N.C.W.C.

He said help is desperately 
needed by refugees in Austria 
and that assistance must be ex- 
tended later to many of the mil- 
lions who failed to escape from

“There is particular need in 
Budapest for underclothing, soap, 
bedding, and food,” he said. 

In another South Bend aid ven- 
ture, Romy Hammes, representing 
the Committee of 100, is in Wash- 
ington this week arranging for a 
plane-load of refugees.

Relatively little mortar is used 
between sections of marble col- 
umns—just enough to level off 
almost imperceptible depres- 
sions in the stone.

“declaration of war” by the city’s 
judicial branch on lewd literature. 

Local private citizens, whe 
have been fighting the problem 
for years, though “not optimis- 
tic,” could see “progress” in the 
conviction. 

Judge Katz delivered a three and 
one-half page prepared statement 
in which he drew a distinction 
between censorship of the press 
and the bars to distribution of ob- 
scene literature. 

“The court is aware,” he said, 
“that there can be and are honest 
differences of opinion as to what is 
or is not obscene; also as to what 
is or is not art. But as to what is 
filthy and morally depraving (re- 
ferring to the publication shown 
as evidence), there can be no ar- 
gument.” 

The prosecution presented a 
single issue of a magazine describ- 
ed as “of interest” to men. It was 
learned that the same publication 
figured in a Chicago court case 
last month, resulting in the con- 
wiction of two defendants on a 
charge of desecrating the Ameri- 


can flag. 5 

HENDERSON was charged with 
violation of an Indiana state law 
forbidding the sale of pernicious 
literature. “Pernicious” is defined 
as “highly injurious or destructive 
in character, deadly, fatal; intend- 
ing or doing evil.” 

Noting that the sentence was 
“extremely lenient,” Judge Katz, 
in waiving a jail sentence, cau- 
tioned Henderson that for “an- 
other offense I won’t be so len- 
ient.” 

Warning against repetition, 
Judge Katz said that “the courts 
and other judicial agencies have 

further powers to take further ac- 
tion if the effects of this finding 
results in no improvement in this 
particular situation as it exists in 


the city of Gary today.”

Four large piers resting on 
concrete footings 62 feet square 
will support the dome. These 
piers have substantial brick ex- 
teriors into which concrete is 
being poured to make the core. 
Some 12,000 cubic yards of con- 
crete will be needed in construc- 
tion of the super-structure and 
6,500 cubic yards already have 
been poured. 

Some 9,000,000 bricks will be 

used in the superstructure. 

Other pillars will have hollow 
interiors, into which circular 
stairways will be fitted. This will 
simplify maintenance problems in 
the great church once it is built. 
Special platforms, ladders and cat- 
walks are to be built between the 
inner and outer domes to facilitate 
the progress of repairmen in the 
years to come. The dome itself 
will be 89 feet in diameter as seen 
from the inside of the Church, and

He asked Vincentians to 
expand their works of charity into 
other areas.

The vehicle provides a con- 
stant supply of temperature and 
humidity controlled air. 

A separate supply of sterilized 
air is supplied under pressure to 
the germfree compartments 
through a second set .of filters.

St. Louis—{NC)—Daily Communion was advocated as a 
norm for Catholic men by St. Louis Archbishop Joseph E. 
Ritter in an address to the sixth annual St. Louis Archdioc- 
esan Council of Catholic Men convention here. 

Terming less-frequent reception of the sacrament an “old 
fashioned” idea, the archbishop said Catholic laymen need 


the graces of daily Communion to 
combat anti-Christ forces in the 
modern world. 


“These are critical times,” he 


I advocate daily Mass, if possible, 
and daily Communion.” 


ACKNOWLEDGING that at- 
tendance at daily Mass would re- 
quire a sacrifice for many men, 
the archbishop pointed out that it 
is easier for men today to get to 
Mass — because of shorter work- 
ing hours, and a greater number of 
Masses — than ever before. 


John C. Hayes, Chicago, secre- 
tary of the National Council of 
Catholic Men, the convention 
keynote speaker, stressed the 
necessity for Catholic men to 
work under the direction of 
their priests in Catholic Action. 


Archbishop Ritter made refer- 
ence to both points in his talk, and 
indicated that lay activity today 
was going in a healthy direction.
